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College tried to pull a fast move 
at the state junior college confer- 
ence held last week. It seems Hart- 
nell and Monterey had agreed to 
ask for joint sponsorship of a re- 
gional conference at Asilomar dur- 
ing the spring semester. If success- 
ful, the school agreed to cosponsor 
the conference. 

At the conference last week 
Monterey had a_ brochure  pre- 
pared, supposedly telling of the 
advantages of Asilomar as a con- 
ference site, which M.P.C. repre- 
sentatives planned to show to the 
delegates at the meeting. 

The strange thing about this bro- 
chure was that M.P.C. had “forgot- 
ten” to give emphasis to Asilomar 
on the Monterey Peninsula and 
emphasized the college on the 
Monterey Peninsula. 

Included in the folder M,P.C. 
had prepared were several photo- 
graphs of the campus of M.P.C. 
and literature about Asilomar, but 
at no time was the name, “Hart- 
nell,” mentioned in any way. 

Hartnell’s delegates were quick 
to see the implications and talked 
M.P.C. out of tying together any 
publicity on M.P.C. and the pro- 
posed conference. 

The conference was given to 
Contra Costa following a plea by 
M.P.C. to “come to Monterey Pe- 
ninsula and see the sand dunes,” 
so the plan by M.P.C. to exclude 
Hartnell from sponsorship (but 
probably include them in the work) 
didn’t come about.

“status” of the selective service were 


announced recently by President 
John B. Lemos. He met recently 
with the local draft boards, 65 and 
66. 

The students who have fallen 
into this class are those who have 
received their preinduction papers, 
but have been temporarily post- 
poned because they rank in the 
upper half of their class scholas- 
tically. j 

Draft officials will examine rec- 
ords of these men every six weeks 
to make sure they are keeping 
their average up. If any student 
falls below the mark established 
during a six-week period, he will 
be given another six-week period 
to raise his average. 

If he fails to gain into the up- 
per half, the draft board shall be 
allowed to begin induction pro- 
ceedings. 

The college has also been noti- 
fied to tell the boards of any 
change in study loads, excessive ab- 
sences, or dropping of school. 

Lemos advised men to keep their 
grades up, attend classes regularly, 
and keep their study loads about 
the same and they will not have 
any worries concerning losing their 
draft postponement.
